SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff School 
District: 

I herewith submit my nineteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 16. 
The average membership was 16.0 and the percent of 
attendance was 97.3. There were 12 pupils attending 
Lisbon Elementary School and 13 attended Lisbon High 
School. 

The enrollment in Blue School at the present time is 
9. Ten pupils are enrolled at Lisbon Elementary School, 
12 pupils are attending Lisbon High School and one pupil 
enrolled at St. Johnsbury Trade School. 

The declining enrollment at Blue School is an im- 
portant problem to be faced by your district. At the be- 
ginning of the school year there were 17 pupils, now there 
are but 9. Maintaining a school for 9 children is not good 
economy. At present it appears the enrollment will not 
change much for next year. Doubtless you will wish to 
to discuss this situation at school meeting. Several pos- 
sibilities exist. We can continue as we are with Grades 
1-5 and hope for more pupils to enroll, we can enlarge the 
school by retaining the 6th Grade at Blue, or pupils may 
be enrolled in Lisbon Public School if Lisbon is able to 
accept them. 

Mrs. Hildah Bedard is completing her 6th year at 
Blue School. We are very well satisfied with the pro- 
gress of the children. Mrs. Bedard is an excellent teacher 
and the children do well under her care and guidance. 

At the last legislature the foster child law was revised. 
Now Landaff does not have to pay tuition for children 
who lived in Landaff at the time of placement. Last year 
Landaff paid tuition on four foster children. They are 
no longer chargeable. 

Since the last report Scotland school has been sold. 
This year an article is included in the warrant for the sale 
of Ireland school. 

By all means contact your School Board members 
when questions arise about school affairs. Your Board 
members are only too happy to be of assistance to you. 
My personal thanks are extended to the School Board. 
I trust that each of you find that service to the school 
children of Landaff is a rewarding experience.
